TOWN OF RUTLAND 
BOARD OF SELECTMEN 

The year 1 994 has to be considered one of the busiest for Selectmen in quite some 
time. 

Two major construction projects were started last year which required a tremen- 
dous amount of planning and patience for all Rutland Town citizens. 

The much awaited Zamias Mall project (now properly named “Diamond Run Mall") 
began with a formal ground-breaking in June. It has been nearly a decade since 
Damian Zamias introduced his plans to Town Selectmen and Planners. An April 
1 995 opening of Kmart with the balance of the mall opening in August is anticipated. 

Construction of the recycle-transfer center began in the fall and was opened the 
first week of January. This facility should provide a long-term solution to the solid 
waste problem of Rutland Town. 

The Selectmen are pleased to report that for the first time since we started the 
practice, recycling should return a profit of some kind. It is too early to tell at the time 
of this writing how much that may be, but estimates are encouraging. 

The water exploration project in the south end of Town is still proceeding with 
additional testing being done as required. 

The North End Sewer Line project has been delayed due to problems obtaining 
easements. The Selectmen have now resolved the easements situation so construc- 
tion can begin in the late spring or early summer. 

We are currently working cooperatively with the Town of West Rutland to 
determine where the dividing line between our two municipalities should be. It seems 
that many, many years ago, proper boundary markers were not installed (or were 
removed) resulting in numerous property owners from both Towns. The old records 
that exist lack the specific details and graphics to expedite the process. 

The Route 4 and 7 bypass is currently going through the environmental impact 
study. The Town has hired a consultant to represent us throughout this very 
important process. It is hard to determine at this time when the results of the E.I.S. 
will be available. 

In late December, the Rutland Town Plan received Regional approval as required 
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by Act 200. Under Act 250, it is critical for a municipality to have an approved plan 
when developments are under review. 

It appears the top priority in the 1995 Vermont Legislature is property tax reform. 
Numerous proposals have been mentioned, but there does not seem to be 
unanimous support in the House of Representatives or Senate for a specific draft at 
this time. The Selectmen encourage our citizens to closely monitor the property tax 
reform issue, as any changes will have some sort of impact on Rutland Town. 

Finally, as we enter a new year, the Selectmen would like to thank our many 
dedicated elected officials, employees and volunteers who contribute countless 
hours making Rutland Town a successful and proud community.

SCHOOL BOARD REPORT 

1994 witnessed a great deal of change within the Rutland Town School system. 
At the School Board level, Joseph Barnhart chose not to seek re-election and 
Michael Shahan resigned from the Board after several years of membership. We 
thank both Mr. Barnhart and Mr. Shahan for their dedication and commitment. The 
Board also welcomes its new members, Raymond Washburn, elected in March of 
1994, and Don Trecfein, elected in November, 1994. 

In August, the Rutland Central Supervisory Union, comprised of Rutland Town, 
West Rutland and Proctor, welcomed a new superintendent, Donald Webster. Don 
comes to RCSU with a great deal of background and experience, most recently from 
the Bennington District. In addition, Karen White joined the Central Supervisory staff 
as the Director of Student Services which includes the coordination of the Special 
Education Programs throughout the district. 

Within the Rutland Town School itself, there are also several new faces. Suzanne 
Morse has joined the school as the music/choral instructor; Janice Whittaker is our 
new nurse/health educator and Jodi Melen has come on board as our new speech 
pathologist. Martha Barclay and Lori McNeil have joined the school as aides along 
with Barry Lane and Cynthia Schlachter as custodian and cafeteria/playground 
supervisor respectively. 

We are very pleased to report that in 1994 our students continued to do well in 
representing Rutland Town in activities such as the Geo Bee, once again taking first 
place in the State competition under the direction of Carol Abrahamson. The Math 
Counts Program under the supervision of Traverse Redmond was also once again 
very successful with a sixth place showing statewide. Our students also have shown 
great interest and participation in our athletic and band programs. We have seen an 
increased enrollment in all of our extra-curricula sports activities; and, the School 
Board and Administration are committed to providing opportunities to our students 
for these programs. Rutland T own can be proud of its student athletes as well as the 
achievements in the band program made under the leadership of our music director, 
Rita Coughenour. 

In 1 994, the citizens of Rutland Town made an important commitment to the future 
education of our children by the approval of an addition to the school facility. The 
project, which will hopefully be completed in late 1 995, will provide needed additional 
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classroom space as well as a multi-purpose/gymnasium facility. The School Board 
and Administration are also committed to making the school facility more accessible 
and available for community events and activities. We wish to thank the Town voters 
for their support on this project. We also wish to extend a special thanks to the senior 
citizens in Rutland Town for their continued support of school programs. This year 
our students put on a special luncheon for the seniors, an event which was very well 
attended and will continue on an annual basis. 

In 1995, the emphasis will be on the continued improvement of our educational 
system. Keeping up with computers and technology generally as well as maintaining 
the quality of our curriculum continue to present many challenges at all levels. We 
again thank everyone for their support and we encourage participation from parents 
and concerned citizens.
